Town Order No. 1. 


An Order Defining the time when the 
Board Shall Meet for Town Business: 


Be it ordained by the county com- 
mis ioners of Washoe county, Nevada: 

Secrion 1. The stated meeting of 
the board of county commissioners of 
Washoe ceunty, ſo the transaction of 
town business, shx'l be held at the 
county clerk's office, in said county, 
en the first Monday in each month, at 
1 o'clock r. M., and special meetings 
may be called by the chairman of the 
board at any time, upon one day's no- 

“tice. 


Town Order No. 2. 


An Order Stating Time When Town 
Orders Shall Take Effect: 


Be it ordained by the county com- 
mitsioners of Washoe county, Nevada: 

Section 1. All town orders passed 
by the board of county commissioners 
of Washoe county, Nevada, for the 
tewn of Reno, shal! take effect and be 
in force from and ter their pv sage, 
and publication in either daily paper 
published in said town. 


Town Order No. 3. 


An Order Concerning Nuisances. 
Be it ordained by the County Com- 
mi ioners of Washoe reunty, Nevada: 


Section 1. Any person who shall de- 
posit any manure within the limits of 
the town of Reno where the same shall 
be offensive or an annoyance to any per- 
son, or who shall fail or neglect to re- 
move any such deposit of manure now 
being within said town limits within two 
days after being notified to do so by any 
peace officer, shall be deemed guilty of 
committing a nuisance, ad upon con- 
viction thereof before any Justice of the 
Peace of said town shall be fined in any 
sum not exceeding fifty dollars for every 
day that he or they shall continue such 
nuisance; and in default of such fine 
shal! be imprisoned in the jail provided 
for town p s at the rate of one 
day for each two dollars of such fine. 

. 2. Any person or persons hav- 
ing charge of any animal or animals 
which should die within the limits of 
the town of Reno, who shall neglegt or 
refuse to remeve or bury the cafbase 


witiiin twelve hours after having been 


notified to do so by a peace officer or 
the street commissioner, shall be deem- 
ed guilty of committing a nuisance, 
and shall be punished as provided in 
section one one of this erder. 

Sec. 3. Any person or persons who 
shall throw or deposit, or cause to be 
thrown or deposited or permit to remain 
in any street, ditch, lane, alley, or 
vacant lot, or upon the premises of 

, within the limits of the town 
of Reno, any dirt, rock, ashes, cinders, 
manure, waste water. lumber or any 
animal or vegetable substance, or fruit, 
rubbish, or filth of any kind; and shall 
not remove or abate the same, or refrain 
threfrom within two days after hav- 
ing been notified so to do by any peace 
officer or Street Commissioner, shall be 
deemed guilty of commnitting a nuisance, 
and upon conviction thereof before any 
Justice of the Peace of said town, shall 
be fined as provided in section one of 
this order. 

Sec. 4. Any person or persons engaged 
in ing on the business of a public 
Wash-house or laundry within the fire 
limits of the town of Reno, who shall 
conduct. the same in any canvas or 
wooden building of a highly inflam- 
mable character, and which, by reason 
of the character of the business, ren- 
ders the building in which it is con- 
ducted, and joining buildings, in 
danger of fire, shall be deemed guilty of 
committing and keeping a nuisance, and 
upon conviction thereof before any 
D

more than two hundred dollars; and 

unless such sum be paid, such person 

or persons shall be imprisoned iu the 

jail provided for town p at the 

rate of one day for every two dollars of 

such fine, and the Justice of the Peace 

may also order that any peace officer 

abate such nuisance at the cost and

Sec. 9. Any person or persons who 
shall in any manner obstruct the side- 
walks or streets within the limits of the 
town of Reno, shall be deemed guilty of 
committing a nuisance, and shall be 
punished as provided in section one of 
this order; provided, that merchants re- 
ceiving goods shall be allowed six hours 
in which to remove the same after the 
delivery of the said goods at their places 
of business; and provided, further, that 
at all times a space of four feet at least 
shall be open along said sidewalks. 
| Bee. 10. Any n or persons who 
shall build stairs, or suffer the same to 
remain upon the sidewalks within the 

limits of the town of Reno, shall be 
deemed guilty of committing a nuisance, 
and punished as provided in section one 
| of this order. 

Sec.11. Any person or persons 
who shall own or have in their charge 
any water pipe, lose, ditch or flume or 
shall use water therefrom or frem any 
such any other source and shall habit- 
ually allow ibe same to run to waste 
and flow over any sidewalk or 
street, alley or plaza, shall be deemed 
guilty of committing a nuisance; and 
on conviction shall, before any justice 
ofthe peace in said town, be fined not 
less than ten nor more than fifty dol- 
lars or be imprisoned in the county 
jul net less than three nor mere 
than twenty-five days; provided, noth- 
ing in this order shall be so construed 
as to prevent the wetting of streets, 
s dewalks, alleys and plazas to cleanse 
the same and to allay the dust in or 
oa the same, nor shall it apply to the 
eccidental breaking of any water pipe, 
ditch, flume or hese. 

Sec. 12. Any persen who shall in- 
terfere or meddle with or divert any 
water from any water ditch, flume, 
pipe, hose, faucet er water gate, or 
raise or lower any water gate beluog- 
ing te any other person or persons or 
corporation, or who shall throw or 
| place any refuse sticks, stones, earth 
or any other obstructien, filth, gar- 
bage or anything inte the stream,

keep such house, or who shall rent to 
any person any such house for such | 
pur on any public street, on con- 
viction before any justice of the peace 
in said town, shall be fined not less 
than one hundred dollars or be im- 
prisoned in the county jail not less 
fifty days. 

Sec. 17. All fines collected by any 
and all peace officers under the pro- 
visions of any town ordinance, after 
deducting the costs of collection, shall 
be paid to the county Treasurer, and 
shail be placed in the fund of the 
town of Reno. 

Sec. 18. If any person shall shoot 
through or in any manner break any 
wiodow of any occupied or uncecu- 
pied house or building, er shall mar 
or deface any door or any part of any 
house, or tear town any fence or gate 
belonging te another person or persons 
within the town limit, he shall be fined 
in any sum not less than ten nor more 
than fifty dollars, or be imprisoned in 
the county jail $1 fer each day to 
amount of fine and costs, 

Sec. 19. If any person or persons 
shall fire off any gun or piste! so as to 
endanger the lives of other persons, or 
shall fire off any such gua or pistol io 
a carless manner, within town limits, 
he er they shall be fined in a sum not 
less than five nor more than fifty dol- 
lars, or be imprisoned two dollars fer 
each day; provided nothing in this er- 
der shall prevent any person from use- 
ing fire-arms of any kiod in self-de- 
fence, or to destroy some obnoxious 
animal.

Town Order No. 4. 


An ordinance levying a tax on dogs,and 
iding for the extermination of 


dogs for which such tax has not bee 
paid. 


Be it ordained by the board of 
county commmissioners : 

Section 1. That any persen 
owning or keeping a dog, shall 
pay a tax of $5 en each female 
and a tax of $3 on each male dog an- 
nually. Said tax shall be paid to 
the constable of Rene township on er 
before the first Monday of June, A. D. 
1879 and on or before the first Mon- 
day of June of each year thereafter. 
The constable shall furnish the owner 


ditch, flume, pipe, hese or water way 
of another, so as to obstruct the same 
or divert the water from the same, or | 
defile or render impure the water of | 
the same shall be deemed to have 

committed a nuisance, and on convic- 

tien in any justice court in said town

Sec. 13. Any person or persons 
owning or having in their charge, 
keeping or custedy any herse, 
mule, jack, jenny, cow, sheep 
hog or goat, or any number os 


number or kind, and who shall allow 
the same to run at large within the 
limits of the town of Reno, shall be 
deemed guilty of committing a nui- 
sance, and on conviction thereof be- 
fere any justice of the peace of said 
town, shall be fined in the sum of tca 
dollars, or imprisoned in the county 
jail for the term of five days; provided 
this erder shall not apply to such 
horses cattle or other — which 
may be in Charge of a driver and are 
being driven through the town. 


Sec. 14. If any herse, cow, or 
other animal or animals belonging to 
any person or persons residing with- 
out the limits of the town of Reno be 
found running at large within the 
limits of the town, it shall be the duty 
of any sheriff, deputy sheriff, comsta- 
ble or police officer to drive or take, 
or cause to be driven or taken to and 
impounded in some safe and secure 
pound or eoral, to be provided by 
such police officer, any such animal or 
animals and there to be kept and fed 
by such officer, whe shall notify the 
owner, as seon as the name of the 
owner can be ascertained, and if not 
ascertained, or cannot be notified 
withia two days after the day of im- 
pounding such animal, then the officer 
having taken and impounded such an- 
imal shall advertise the same in at 
least one daily paper of the town, giv- 
ing a description of such animal or 
animals, the date and place of im 
pounding for five days, and after the 
cost of keeping such animal or ani- 
mals have amounted to one half the 
value of such animal thé officer in 
charge of the same shall advertise the 
same fer five days in some daily news- 
paper in Reno te be seld to the high- 
eat bidder, at the place of impound- 
ing on a certain day, and such officer 
hall at the time advertised sell such 
the highest bid- 
„costs 
he shall 
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the same, or any horved cattle ef any 


days from the date of its apprehension 


of said dog a receipt for said tax, with 
the description of the dog for which 
the tax has been paid, and a tag as 
hereinafter provided, said tag shall 
be attached to the collar of said dog, 
the receipt and tag shall be numbered 
and the number of the receipt shall 
cerrespond to the number of the tag. 

Section 2. Any dog running at 
large on which said tax shall not have 
been paid and evidenced by the tag as 
aforesaid, may be apprehended by the 
censtable of Reno township, or any 
person appointed by him for that pur- 
pose and taken to the dog house and if 
said animal is not claimed within two 


it shall be the duty ef the censtable 
te kill and bury said dog. If said ani- 
mal is claimed, the owner thereof 
shall pay in addition to the tax here- 
in-before provided the sum of $2, as 
a fee for the apprehension of said dog. 
The constable shall receive from the 
county, to be paid eut ef the town 
fund $2 for each dog apprehended, 
killed and buried under the provisions 
ef this act. 
Section 3. Itshall be lawful for 
any citizen ef the town of Reno to 
kill any dog that has been known to 
have ruo at large in said town for the 
period of ten days without the evi- 
dence of the a page efsaid tax by 
— tag attached to the collar of the 
og. 
Secrion 4. A dog house shall be 
provided by the constable at an ex- 
pense of not exceeding $25, in which 
the dogs apprehended,, under previs- 
— sections 2 and 5, shall be con- 
n 


Sevtion 5. The county auditer 
shall have blank receipts with stubs 
an pe, for the tax herein previded 

also suitable tags to be worn at- 
tached to the cellar of the dog on 
which the tax shall have been paid, 
and shall furnish the same te the con- 
stable on his demand, and charge him 
therewith. The constable shal! deduct 
fifty cents from each tax collected and 
shall pay the balance iuto the county 
treasury to be placed in the Reno 
town fund. | 

Section 6. It shall be the duty 
of the constable of the tewn of Reno 
and his deputies te apprehend all dogs 
running at large on which the tax has 
not been paid and deal with them as 
hereinbefore provided. 

Town Order No. 5. 
Be it ordained by the board ot 


It shall not be lawful for any person 
or persons to put, keep or maintain 
any iron steve-pipe through the roof 
of any buildiog within the town lim- 
its of Reno after the first day of June, 
A. D. 1879. After said first day of 
June the firemarshal shall in all 
buildings within the town limits, and 
if be find any violation of this ordi- 
nance he shall require such stove- 
pipe to be removed within ten days, 
and if the order be not then obeyed he

The annual report et the Minneapo- 
lis board of trade contains these words: 
“On May 2d a great calamity befell 
the city by which several citizens lost 
their lives, and ever twe thirds of the 
milling capacity of the city was de- 

The effect was te paralyze 
business in all departments. This, 
hewever, was only temporary. The 
disaster gave empleyment to a large 
mumber of mechanics and laborers, 
and caused increased activity in many 
branches of trade.” This is so ap- 
plicable to Reno that it seems pro- 


phetic. Six magnificent flour mills;- 


capable of grinding two hundred and 

carleads of flour per day, were 
destroyed, and the catastrephe stunued 
the city, From an industrial point of 
view, however, the evil effects ceased 
when the fire was extinguished, and it 
is likely to be the same in Rene. The 
works of the fire of March second 
have already nearly disappeared, and 
the hard times have not been heard 
frem. Meney is no harder to get, if 
it is as hard as before, and a great 
many men who were idle, or 
working for starvatien wages then, 
have been kept busy at goed rates all 
spring,and doubtigss will be for months 
tocome. Besides this,a great many 
decided improvements have been 
made. Virginia street is now open 
across the track, the buildings on Com- 
mercial row and Virginia street are 
much better than the old ones, the 
railroad buildings and Chamberlain's 
hotel are immensely improved, and the 
town greatly changed for the better. 
The idea that many have, that we are 
to see pinching hard times, is, we hope 
and believe, a mistaken one, and pres- 
ent indications all cerreborate our im- 
pression.

They had no referee, 
and the argeement was that the 
should fight a stand-up fight until one 
or the other hadeneugh. The ground 
selected for the affair was in the 
meadow back of A. J. Hatch's barn, a 
little west ef the V. & T. railroad 
track. Martin Mullany, a young 
bricklayer, secended Brown,while Jim 
Foly did the same for Jones. Joe. 
King acted as stake holder. Some 
$60 was bet on the result. The prin- 
cipal part of the fighting was done on 
the first round. Brown knocked 
Jones down and kicked him 
in the face. The next two 
rounds were fought in a sort of dieul- 
tory fashison, withopt any decided ad- 
vantage on either side. Jones got in 
on his autagonist in the next round 
and punished hsm severely. The other 
rounds did not amount to much, Jones 
getting the best of what was done. 
While the sixth round was in progress 
the officers made their descent. A scat- 
tering ensued. Avery chased Mullany, 
Brown's second, about half a mile and 
then gave up the chase, but Aleck 
Case captured and brought him io. 
Smokey nabbed another fellow, and 
turved him over to the officers. All 
the parties gave fictitious names when 
arrested, and all declared they had not 
seen, and knew nothing about the 
fight. Thetwe brutes who did the 
tighting were both considerably bruis- 
ed abeut the face, Brown be- 
ing the worst burt. The fellows 
arrested gave their names as follows 
at the county jail, though of course 
nearly all are fictitious: Charles Wills, 
J. Williams, D. Cellins, Billy Rus- 
sell, Jack Jones, Jack rown, 
Jee King has not been ar- 
rested.

ack Jones is a hard case and was in 
jailin Virginia a short time ago.
